date to the filing date April 3, 2001 of the present patent application (i.e., constructive 
reduction to practice). 

The persons making this Declaration are patent attorneys Steven E. Dicke and Paul S 
S. Grunzweig of Dicke, Billig & Czaja. We state as follows: 

On or after September 7, 2000, Steven E. Dicke received HP Invention Disclosure 
No. 10003931-1 from HP Patent Attorney-Outsourcing Manager Steven R. Ormiston (see 
Attachment 1). Upon receiving this invention disclosure, it was placed in a queue of other 
patent applications to be prepared on behalf of HP. 

On September 28, 2000, Steven E. Dicke sent a letter to patent attorney Paul S. 
Grunzweig requesting that he prepare five patent applications on behalf of HP including the 
present patent application (see Attachment 2). Attachment 2 reveals the respective deadlines 
for preparation of the five patent applications. 

During the period between approximately September 28, 2000 and January 4, 2001, 
we had a reasonable backlog of unrelated cases (including the four unrelated cases, along 
with the present case H302.

Brief Description: Currently there are dozens of reminder services on the internet They provide calendars or email reminders of important events 
such as birthdays, anniversaries, holidays, etc. However, none provide a section that would allow the user to input gift ideas for the particular event. 
The "gift ideas" would allow the user to input items that they might want to purchase for the event (this could include brand name, the amount the 
user is willing to spend). The ideas could be added or taken off the list at any time. When the reminder is sent (email/page/etc.), or when the 
calendar is accessed, a queried list of gift URL's would be shown. This list would contain direct links to the items in the "gift list" that they could 
purchase online. Then, the user could simply click on the provided URL's to find the best price and best gift. This would provide the user with an 
extremely convenient way to do quick shopping. 



Example: If Yahoo! Calendar would integrate this idea into their current calendar; a user could enter gift ideas throughout the year for a particular 
birthday. Let's say the user enters a cordless razor between $40-$60 in price range. When the reminder email is sent, Yahoo! Shopping could use 
the "gift items™ as search criteria and send a list of URL's with the reminder email.

B, Advantages of the invention over what tr~ieen done before. 



Again, there are dozens of reminder services on the internet. They all provide calendars, email, or both for important events such as birthdays, 
anniversaries, etc. None (that I have found) provide a "gift idea" category along with gift URL's sent at the time of the reminder email. So, the 
advantages are simple, to allow the user to collect gift ideas throughout the year for special events. When the reminder is sent, allow the user to go 
directly to where the item is being sold online so they can purchase it. 



Problems solved by the invention. 



For current reminder services, only the reminder is sent. A person then must then think of what they would like to by the person. With this "gift idea" 
service, the user not only gets a reminder, they also can go directly shopping for the item they are searching for. Like Amazons patented "One 
Click", this is like one stop shopping. Also, it would allow users to keep a log of their ideas. Especially if the event is a considerable time away, they 



won't forget what the perfect gift.
